Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9,1 9-20, drawn to process and apparatus for grinding waste 
material, classified in class 241, subclass 21. 

II. Claims 10-16, drawn to apparatus including a particular type motor for 
grinding waste material, classified in class 241, subclass 101.2. 

III. Claim 17, drawn to a waste disposer, classified in class 241 , subclass 
46.013. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Groups ll/lll do not require the surrounding discharge chamber of Group I. Group III 
does not require the particular motor of Group II. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
